Term nt Wauyun—A Sad Cune.

"Governor Rusk issued pardons lat 


yesterday atternoou to Mrs. Hobcooi 
Morraot, of Baraboo, aad Mrs. Margare 
M. Cooley, of Mitchell, Dakota,, who on 
tha 20th of last May, were sentenced b; 
Judge Brnley, ct tbo Madison municipa 
court, to servo two years in state (prison 
for perjury. The two women are sisters 
and are also sisters of tho wife of James 
Kirby, who with his pal, Edwards, was 
captured in 1 ho "old castle" in June, 1884 
suspected of being burglars, A kit o 
burglars' tools and some* stolen property 
were found in tho possession of the men 
and in November, 18S-1, they were founc 
guilty in the circuit court for Dan

The women were subsequently 
arrested for the perjury, which waa mos 
flagrant, aud when they realized that the 
evidence of their guilt was incontroverti- 
ble, thoy pleaded guilty. Tbo scone in 
tbe court at tbe time- was narrowing, each 
motber appearing before tbo judge for 
sentence, with a babo iu Lor urms. The
